Now marking just over 50 
years of existence, the 2006 Miss 
Greenbelt Pageant closed this 
year with three new queens, all 
glad they could help the com- 
munity commemorate the one- 
year anniversary of Hurricane 
Katrina. 

The reigning Miss Greenbelt 
of 2005, Emily Ivy, helped ini- 
tiate and raise money for the 
“Book Relief: A First Book Ini- 
tiative” charity in Greenbelt. 
First Book is a national nonprofit 
organization whose mission is to 
give children from low-income 
families the opportunity to read 
and own their first new books. 

This year’s winners plan to 
continue the “Book It” initiative 
and all three young ladies are 
excited to work with coordinators 
and the community to help and 
work with children. 

“T feel like it’s wonderful that 
I can give back to my commu- 
nity,” said Kimberly Wynkoop, 
the new 2006 Miss Greenbelt. 

The 32 contestants had prac- 
ticed every Thursday since July 
in preparation for the Labor Day 
pageant and festival. This year’s 
theme was honoring victims of 
Hurricane Katrina. 

Contestants were divided into 
three categories: Miss Greenbelt,

Jankowski says 
She hopes all the 
kids can go back to 
school and “not miss 
out and actually have 
an education. If you 
want an education and can’t have 
one, it’s just really sad because 
you can’t read and get a job. It

Co-op Faces Challenges; 
Board Members Reelected

The annual meeting of the 
Greenbelt Consumer Cooperative 
— the Co-op grocery store — was 
held on October 28. Major topics 
included negotiating a new lease 
for the store and a slowdown of 
profits from previous years. 

Board Chair Dorrie Bates sum- 
marized the past year’s activities. 
In February 2006 the board was 
informed that their lease would 
not be renewed. The Co-op 
is not the master leaser of the 
building. Scan holds the main 
lease with the building owners 
and subleased parts of the build- 
ing to the Co-op, the Post Office 
and the Greenbelt Arts Center. 
Last February, Scan decided not 
to renew its master lease with 
the building owners, Glen Burnie 
Partnership. The board looked at 
many options, including buying 
the building and perhaps moving 
to the former Post Office location. 
The owners are not interested in 
selling the building. 

The board determined that 
staying where they are is the 
best option. Bates stated that 
there is “every indication that we 
will be here for lots more years.” 
They had hoped to come to the 
annual meeting with a signed 
lease. However, the board and 
owners are in “the final stages of 
negotiating a lease.” (As of press 


time, negotiations were still con- 
tinuing.) The board is proposing 
a 20-year lease with 10-year 
extensions; they are negotiating 
over the rental adjustments with 
the owners. 

Challenges Faced 

Bates said that the coopera- 
tive is “facing some challenges,” 
including cost increases that ev- 
eryone is familiar with — fuel 
increases, wage increases and 
rent increases. However, she is 
confident that the co-op will con- 
tinue to be a successful business. 
She spoke about the renovations 
that were going to be performed 
in the fiscal year just ended. In- 
stead of doing all of the renova- 
tions at once, they will be com- 
pleted piecemeal. The co-op has 
no long term debt at the moment 
but the board is conservative and 
does not want to borrow. Look- 
ing to the future, Bates indicated 
that there will be a patronage 
refund this year but is not certain 
about next year. 

Treasurer Joe Timer spoke 
next. He said that the balance 
sheet is in good shape but “not 
as rosy as last year.” The store 
had total sales of $11.2 million 
in Fiscal Year 2006, up from 


$10.9 million the year before —

life,” she added. 

Wynkoop, 16, a junior at El- 
eanor Roosevelt High School, is 
currently seeking a community 
project for the year. She hopes 
to find a charity or foundation 
where she can help raise money 
for underprivileged children. 

Scholarship Pageant 

In 1992 the program became 
a scholarship pageant, emphasiz- 
ing the importance of education 
by providing scholarships to the 
Miss Greenbelt winners. Each 
Miss Greenbelt is given a check 
of $1,000 toward her education. 
Every one of the girls has used 
the money toward college, ac- 
cording to Natasha Jewell, one of 
the pageant directors.

Barron and Reed Enjoy 


Teaching at St. Hugh's

In honor of American Edu- 
cation Week, the News Review 
interviewed educators from 
Greenbelt schools including 
Lois Barron and Colleen Reed, 
two dedicated teachers from 
St. Hugh’s Elementary and 
Junior High School. Saint 
Hugh’s, originally a convent, 
was founded in 1949 as a 
school. It is accredited by the 
Middle States Association of 
Colleges and Schools and rec- 
ognized by the Maryland State 
Department of Education. 

Lois Barron 

“T knew I wanted to teach 
when I was a little girl. I 
made my dog, Bootsie, lis- 
ten to me. I especially liked 
teaching him math,” Lois 
Barron says with a smile. A 
Washington, D.C., native and 
graduate of the University of 
Maryland, Barron is an 8th 
grade teacher and the vice 
principal at St. Hugh’s. She 
has been teaching 8th grade 
for 25 years, except for a short 
three-year break when she 
taught 6th grade. 

Greenbelt has a special 
place in her heart, since she 
had lived here for 18 years 
when her children were grow- 
ing up and attending St. 
Hugh’s. She currently lives 
in Ellicott City. 

“T like teaching 8th grade,” 
she says, “because it 1s an ex- 
citing year for students since 
they are the ‘seniors’ and the 
other students look up to them. 
They go on special trips and 
prepare for high school and 
Catholic confirmation, which 
takes place at the end of 8th 
grade. 

“What I like most about 
teaching is that it is rewarding 
watching my students devel- 
op and grow into individuals 
who will go off and do their 
part in the world.” Barron 
also comments that it is fun 
when students come back with 
their own children as new stu- 
dents at St. Hugh’s. “Since the 
school is small and intimate, 


we create lasting memories 
and students do frequently 
come back,” she says. 

When asked how she keeps 
their attention, she says can- 
didly, she doesn’t always. 
Most of the time she has to be 
an actress, and she has to fill 
the day with interesting items 
not always on the agenda. 
She says the most challenging 
thing about teaching 8th grade 
is, “at St. Hugh’s pupils build 
a strong Catholic identity. We 
help students to develop fully 
to meet the world head on. 
We try to do this in a friendly 
and academic atmosphere.” 

Barron’s hope for her stu- 
dents is “that they leave St. 
Hugh’s with a strong sense 
of self, knowing that they 
are capable of accomplishing 
anything they want to with 
a little hard work and mind 
set. Those things will take 
them anywhere they want to 
go.” She would like people 
in Greenbelt to realize the 
strength of the St. Hugh’s 
community and the importance 
of the school, which, with 
a strong sense of Christian 
responsibility, helps educate 
youth from Greenbelt and sur- 
rounding areas. 

Colleen Reed 

Colleen Reed teaches art 
and music to all students in 
kindergarten through 8th grade 
at St. Hugh’s. She grew up in 
the Washington, D.C., area and 
attended St. John the Baptist 
in Silver Spring and the Acad- 
emy of the Holy Cross High 
School in Kensington. While 
attending the University of 
Maryland where she received 
her degree, she realized that 
as a performance art major she 
was busy most evenings and 
that schedule was not working 
for her. 

She started teaching part- 
time the last couple of years 
while she was in college. She 
liked the daytime schedule

Autumn Beauty Abounds 
In Nearby Greenbelt Park

Ah, November! This year it’s 
the month when autumn came 
into its prime in the central Mid- 
Atlantic region. The air seems 
clear and crisp and the deciduous 
trees are throwing out one last, 
spectacularly colorful hurrah before 
entering their winter dormancy. 
Recognizing that life 1s short and 
autumn even shorter, I vow to ab- 
sorb as much of it as I can. 

Skyline Drive along the Blue 
Ridge Parkway is noted for its 
fantastic and colorful views but it 
is also memorable for traffic jams. 
Seeking something local where I 
can walk among the colors rather 
than drive past them, where I can 
shuffle the leaves under foot in- 
stead of alternately riding the gas 
and brake pedals, I decide to take 
advantage of the proximal wonder 
that 1s Greenbelt Park. 

When asked, the ranger suggests 
the Blueberry Trail for color. “Any 
of them, really,” he adds, noting 
however that there are many ev- 
ergreens along the Dogwood Trail. 
I opt for the Azalea Trail with its 
convenient parking lot near the 
Sweetgum Picnic Area. The 1.1- 
mile trail is also easy walking with 
few hills and for a while it follows 
the meander of Still Creek. 

Though peak leaf color has 
probably passed, the woods are still 
glorious and the slant of the sun’s 
rays enhances the many shades 
of gold, red, yellow, orange and 
brown that the trees are wearing. 

As I walk, I reflect that I never 
noticed how many beeches there 
are here nor how individually 
beautiful they are with their rus- 
set and gold leaves and the gray 
of their very smooth bark. Their 
companions are sometimes diffi- 
cult to recognize, with their leaves 
held up high but looking down 
I can see sheddings of various 
oaks, including white, red and 
possibly scarlet; sweetgum trees; 
tulip poplars; maples and others 
I have probably once known but 
can’t name now. 





Concentrating on taking in the 
sights, sounds and smells of the 
autumn woods, time and the world 
disappear. There isn’t much to 
hear — the distant hum of traffic 
and an occasional whine of some 
insect or could it be a tree frog 
still moving about? 

At about the 0.4-mile marker I 
pause to study a flurry of bird ac- 
tivity. It’s a real treat to see both 
Ruby- and Golden-crowned King- 
lets flitting about in search of a 
meal. A Downy Woodpecker calls 
and visits several snags; later I hear 
him tap-tap-tapping on a trunk out 
of sight. I’m surprised to see an 
Eastern Phoebe sitting and flicking 
his tail in the particular fashion of 
his species. I realize I’m near the 
spot where I once saw a Barred 
Owl but he’s not in sight today. 

Continuing on, I come to the 
0.8-mile marker and it’s like I’ve 
fallen through a time warp back 
into summer. Something about 
the aspect of the slope here must 
create a micro-climate that is pro- 
tective, as the trees in this spot are 
at least a week behind those along 
the rest of the trail in their color 
change. I make a mental note to 
return here in another week or so 
to view the progression of autumn 
all over again. 

At the top of the slope the traf- 
fic noises are more noticeable and 
I will soon be at the end of the 
trail. Just before I leave the woods 
and enter the green lawn of the 
Sweetgum Picnic Area, I encounter 
a flock of birds foraging on the 
ground. They are Slate-colored 
Juncos — what my grandmother 
always called “snow birds” as a 
forecast to that wintry event. 

Yes, winter will be here soon 
enough. But for now I turn back 
to catch one last glance at the 
colorful forest. I try to memorize 
the view, to commit it to my con- 
sciousness so when plagued by the 
travails of city life I can call on it 
to remember the peace and beauty 
of this autumn scene.

A Review 


GAC’s “The Biograph Girl” 
Is a Charming Musical

“The Biograph Girl,” now 
playing at the Greenbelt Arts 
Center, is a charming rendition 
of the British musical of the 
same name written in 1980. A 
lovely tribute dedicated to famous 
actress Lillian Gish, the play 1s 
about the rise, heyday and decline 
of silent movies. Covering the 
period of 1912 to 1928, it tells 
the story, mostly through music, 
of Gish and the equally famous 
Mary Pickford and filmmaker 
D.W. Griffith. 

Silent films were initially made 
in New York but after harass- 
ment by rival companies, Griffith 
moved his loyal group of actors, 
actresses and supporters to a ran- 
domly chosen place in California, 
soon to be known as Hollywood. 
Lured by money, Pickford, who 
has become famous as “The Bio- 
graph Girl,” leaves Griffith to 
work with another filmmaker, 
Adolph Zukor, yet is unhappily 
locked into the childish image 
for which she’s become famous. 
Griffith’s idealism, a reflection of 
the innocent times, causes his for- 
tunes to rise and fall even before 
the advent of talking pictures that 
will replace the silent films. 

The acting and singing of the 
entire ensemble is very good; 
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Donna Davis, playing Lillian Gish, and Ken Kemp as D.W. Griffith 


each performs the charming and 
witty songs well. 

It is difficult to single out any 
performer but Nick Upchurch 
as Mack Sennett acts a scene in 
mime very well and Sam De- 
Priest is excellent as the comical 
accountant ever-worried about the 
amount of money spent in filming 
these classics. 

The choreography of the mu- 
sical numbers is done nicely, 
especially given the size of the 
stage. The costumes are lavish 
and do a good job of showing 
the progression of time from 
Victorian clothes to flapper dress. 
All in all “The Biograph Girl’ is 
wonderful entertainment. 

“The Biograph Girl” will play 
on the Friday and Saturday eve- 
nings of November 17 and 18, 24 
and 25 at 8 p.m. Three Sunday 
matinees are scheduled for No- 
vember 19, 26 and December 3 
at 2 p.m. Reservations may be 
made through the box office at 
301-441-8770 or at the Greenbelt 
Arts Center, 123 Centerway, be- 
neath the Co-op supermarket.

Kimi Dean, currently a Nash- 
ville resident but a native of 
Greenbelt, has released her self- 
titled debut CD. Dean hopes her 
brand of gospel-tinted country 
music will first endear the people 
of her hometown and soon take 
the country by storm. 

Dean describes her music as 
“positive outreach.” Her CD 
includes a cover of an inspira- 
tional R&B tune, “Walk a Mile 
in my Shoes,” about not judging 
others until you understand their 
circumstances. She also has an 
original song entitled “A Little 
Bit of Jesus,” a Christian cross- 
over song that talks about the 
different small ways Jesus affects 
the lives of everyone. 

“T like to stick to songs that 
have truth to them,” she said. 
“They’re things that will touch 
someone’s life and touch some- 
one’s heart.” 

Dean lists her primary inspira- 
tion as Patsy Cline, both musi- 
cally and as a person. She lights 
up as she speaks of the country 
crooner’s accomplishments and 
hails the time she got to meet 
and speak with Patsy’s mother as 
the highlight of her musical life. 

Dean was born and raised 
in Greenbelt and lived here for 
31 years. She grew up in Old 
Greenbelt, living in a home on 
Gardenway with her mother, fa- 
ther and three older brothers. 

“T grew up a tomboy,” she 
said. Dean says she has fond 
memories of Greenbelt. 

“It was a family-oriented com- 
munity,” she recalled. “Every- 
body knew everybody.” 


“Old Green- 
belt was really 
unique,” she 
said. “Every- 
one would come 
out and congre- 
gate at the Cen- 
ter. And not just 
teenagers, the en- 
tire community. 
There was a lot 
of closeness. It 
still has that spir- 
it about it, even 
though things 
have changed 
over time.” 

Dean was first

Malin Kennedy, one of Dean’s 
older brothers, remembers his 
sister’s love of music from early 
on. 

“She just loved music,” he 
said. “It was just in her to per- 
form from an early age.” 

Dean, however, faced some 
difficult times while growing 
up as well. While she won’t 
get specific, she admits that her 
problems drove her to a bout of 
alcoholism. 

Dean has faced other difficul- 
ties. She’s had various medical 
problems including a thyroid 
condition for which she needed 
surgery. 

Perhaps the most frighten- 
ing medical condition she has 
faced was possible throat cancer.

Dean’s tumor was 
eventually found to be benign 
but the condition put her singing 
career on hold for quite some 
time. 

Now, Dean is back. She finds 
support from her family and her 
husband Benny Dean, also a 
country musician. Benny Dean 
is blind as a result of accidental 
poison ingestion and has_ also 
faced many difficulties in his 
life. The two met in Rockville 
and have been together ever 
since. He is her manager. 

Dean hopes that the lessons 
she has learned over the years 
through her own experiences and 
those of her husband will help 
others through her music. 

“IT want to reach out to peo- 
ple,” she said. “Hopefully with

an increase of 3.5 percent. How- 
ever, the increase from Fiscal Year 
2004 to 05 had been 8.5 percent. 
Operating income actually had a 
$30,000 loss, the first loss since 
1994 when the gas station was 
sold. Overall income remained in 
the positive column, however, due 
partly to patronage refunds that the 
co-op received from the Pennsylva- 
nia co-op — Associated Wholesalers 
— that provides much of the store’s 
grocery merchandise. 

The co-op may have to face a 
rent increase of up to 30 percent 
with a new lease, although there 
would have been a significant 
increase to the rent even if Scan 
had remained as the major lease- 
holder. 

Manager Positive 

Bob Davis, long-time store 
manager, began his presentation 
by stating that this is the 22nd 
straight year that sales have gone 
up. He takes “a positive ap- 
proach” and indicated that it was 
a “solid year.” Energy increases 
played a major role in expenses. 
They were up 30 percent from 
the previous year. He indicated 
that the store will go ahead with 
installing new freezer equipment. 
The new equipment will be more 
energy efficient and new cases 
Should keep the quality of the 
frozen food better than the current 
old cases. 

Davis said that the big meat 
sale is always very popular and 
good for the store. In that week, 
18,000 pounds of meat are sold 
compared with 2,000 pounds in 
a typical week. And, he empha- 
sized, the sale does not affect 
future sales. 

In response to a question on 
Associated Wholesalers, Davis 
indicated that that company was 
chosen because they had the best 
prices. The store buys mostly 
dry, frozen and canned goods 
from them. Meat and some dairy 
come from other sources. Davis 
indicated that Pepperidge Farm 
has discontinued delivering fresh 
baked goods to the store. That 
distributer apparently felt that the 
store was not selling enough of 
their goods. Davis will ask if 
they can deliver bags of stuffing 
for the holidays. 

There were some questions 
about the sale of beer and wine. 
Davis said that only 6 percent of 
sales were for beer and wine but 
over 30 percent of the profit came 
from that source. Some members 
had requested the store to stop 
selling single cans of beer. They 
felt it was “affecting the quality of 
life in the Center.” Davis stated 
that the co-op has been reluctant 
to dictate what people can buy. 
However, the store has discontin- 
ued the sale of single cans of beer 
from a multi-pack. When a beer 
comes in a single bottle, a sin- 
gle bottle can still be purchased. 
“This was a board decision, in- 
formed by management.” 

Another member questioned the 
advertising in the Greenbelt News 
Review. “Weren’t we phasing 
out the advertising in the News 
Review?”
